THE INFLUENZA ON THE INCREASE 


New York Again After the 
Electric Light Wires, 


Johnstown Again Threatened 
With Floods.

The Cronin Juay. 
By Associated Press. | 


14.—At 10 o’clock 
Sheriff Mathon came into the court- 
room and said that as far as known 
the Cronin jury bad net vet agreed on 
a verdict. 

At 10:30 Judge McConnell had not 
vet arrived, so it is not known whether 
the jury was waiting for him or he for 
them. A report reached one of the 
lawyers for the prosecution that the 
jury had agreed on a verdict of all ex- 
cept Beggs. 

Judge McConnell entered the court- 
room and told an Associated Press re- 
porter that he had received no com- 
munication at all from the jary. 

The all-absorbing question in this 
city is ‘‘What will the verdict be in the 
Cronin case.’”’ This wide-spread in- 
terest, however, is not manifested at 
the scene of the jury’s deliberations, 
the people having come to the conclu 
sion that the verdict will only be 
reached after a long consultation, con- 
sequently, instead of crowds fighting 
for places in the neighborhood of Judge 
McConnell’s court, only a few persons 
aside from the reporters and lawyers 
were present at the hour of opening 
court. Scarcely ® third of the seats 
were occupied. 

The lawyers chatted about the pros- 
pects, especially the counsel for Begys, 
who drew a very favorable augury, be- 
lieving that delay meant an acquittal. 
The prosecution, however, maintained 
an appearance of calm assurance, say- 
ing that such an important case where 
five separate lives are at stake an ex- 
tended deliberation is to be expected. 
Soon after Judge McConnell’s ap- 
pearance rumors spread about that the 
Judge had received a verdict as to all 
except Beggs. The gold and steck 
telegraph even went so far as to send 
bulletins to the effect that a verdict 
had been reached; that Coughlin, 
Burke and O'Sullivan were to hang 
and Kunze to be given five years and 
Beggs three. This was subsequently 
qualified as unofficial, and Judge Mc- 
Connell, when questioned, said: 
“Such rumors are simply ridiculous, 
not on the grounds of improbability, 
but on the grounds of impossibility, 
for any such information to leak out 
from the jury room. I can assure you 
upon my knowtedye that no comimuni- 
eation of any kind has been received 
by any one from the jury and that the 
jury has had no means of communica: 
tion with any one.”’ 

At 12 o’clock no communication hav- 


McConnelt left the chamber, saying he 
would return at 2 o’clock. 

As the hours passed, the crowd grew 
almost to the proportions of previous 
days. Tt is stated that the verdict of 
the jury, when rendered, will be con- 
clusive; that is to say, the jury will 
not be permitted to return a verdict as 
to the guilt of one or more of the de- 
fendants, and then retire for a further 
deliberation as to the fate of the reat. 
Judge McConnell will probably accept 
the return of the jury as final. If it 
agrees as to the guilt and punishment 
of Burke, O'Sullivan and Coughlin, for 
instance, and disugrees as to the guilt 
of Beggs and Kunze, the verdict will 
be accepted as conclusive in its appli- 
cation to the first three named defend- 
ant and a disagreement will be the 
result as to Beggs and Kunze. 

At 2:30 p.m. one of the clerks of 
the Court came to Judge McConnell’s 
room with some sort of a written com- 
munication from the jury room. It is 
ramored that the jury announce their 
inability to agree, and that they stand|| 
11 to 1, for conviction; but, of course, 
these rumors cannot be rr to any 
definite source. 

At 3 o’clock — MoCoanell had 
not made his appearance in the court- 
room, although the jury was prepared 
to make a communication to him, 
probably to notify him of their ina- 
bility to agree. i 

The conviction is inne through- 
out-the assembled lawyers and specta- 
tors that the jury will ultimately make 
a return of a disagreement, in which 
eveut a new trial will be necessary.

Free Trade Means Hard Times. 


It goes without dispute that the 
people of the United States— 
farmers, mechanics, laborers and 
other workers—are vastly better 
off than those in eimilar occupa- 
tions in other lands, and conse- 
quently are the best customers inp 
the world. This is why they are 
so ceaseless!y importuned to divide 
their trade with foreigners who 
are unable to elsewhere find buy- 
ers for all they wish to sell, and to 
aid them in getting the desired 
hold upon our trade is the aim of 
free traders now working under 
the guise of “tariff reform.” 

There would be very few work- 
ers for free trade if it was not ex- 
pected thereby to increase the sale

foreign manufacturers and the im- 
porters and distributors of foreign 
products. Before consenting to 
let them have their way voters 
will do well to carefully count the 
cost of such a concession. 

In the first place, says the Amer- 
ican Economist, we have no more 
work than will keep our own peo- 
ple occupied, after allowing them 
time for necessary recreation. In- 
creased use of goods and wares 
made in other countries will ne- 
cessarily diminish purchases of 
similar articles made in this coun- 
try, and to that extent de- 
prive some of our people of 
their present employment. No 
new business seems likely to open 
to engage those thus crowded out 
of enterprises now established, 
leaving out of'’the account the 
other thousands crowding for em- 
ployment as the result of our 
steadily augmenting population, as 
legislation operating to break 
down existing enterprises will 
tend to discourage attempts at es- 
tablishing new ones. 

The few lines of domestic busi- 
ness not killed outright under a 
policy of free foreign trade could 
not long remain profitable to those 
now controlling them. They would 
soon become so crowded that 
neither proprietors nor employes 
could get from them more than a 
scanty living. As the margin of 
profit for the one is narrowed, the 
tenure of employment for the 
other becomes more uncertain;

BEATING A CLOUD-BURST. | 
How an Engineer Outstripped a Flood by 
7 seventy Seconds. 


George Davis is one of the oldest and best 
engineers in Denver, says the News of that 
city. He commenced in 1870 on the old Den. 
ver Pacific, and was firing for Ed Hoskins 
on old No. 30 when the engine brought the 
first passenger train to Depver in 1870. In 
1872 he was given charge of an engine, and 
continued in active service on that line un- 
til, owing to sickness, he was obligéd to lay 
off, but the company, appreciating his valua- 
bie services, have him employed in the 
Union Depot examining train hands as to 
their knowledge of train rules and duties. 

George had the reputation of being one of 
the fastest engineers on the road, and on 
one occasion when pulling President 
Adams’ car, a speed indicator in his car in- 
dicated seventy miles dn hour for a short 
distance, but George thinks the fastest 
time he ever made was on the afternoon of 
July 12, 1875, when heran® racé with a 
flood in Sand Creek and beat it by just sev- 
enty seconds.
